  10   of a certain status; making certain technical corrections; making stylistic

  12   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  13  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  16   (a) To qualify for a license, an applicant shall be an individual who meets the 
  17  requirements of this section. 
 
  18   (b) The applicant shall: 
 
  19    (1) Be of good moral character; 
 
  20    (2) Be at least 18 years old; 
 
  21    (3) Demonstrate competence in performing acupuncture by meeting one of 
  22  the following standards for education or training: 
 
  23     (i) Graduation from a course of training of at least 1,800 hours IN 
  24  ACUPUNCTURE, including 300 clinical hours, that is: 
 
  25      1. Approved by the Maryland Higher Education Commission; 
 
  26      2. Accredited by the [National Accreditation Commission for 
  27  Schools and Colleges of Acupuncture and Oriental Medicine] ACCREDITATION 
  28  COMMISSION FOR ACUPUNCTURE AND ORIENTAL MEDICINE; or 
 
  29      3. Found by the Board to be equivalent to a course approved 
  30  by the [National Accreditation Commission for Schools and Colleges of Acupuncture 
  31  and Oriental Medicine] ACCREDITATION COMMISSION FOR ACUPUNCTURE AND 
  32  ORIENTAL MEDICINE; or 
 
  33     (ii) Achievement of a [passing score on an examination that is]:

  13  Program Evaluation Act, this title and all rules and regulations adopted under this 
  14  title shall terminate and be of no effect after July 1, [2005] 2015.

  17   (a) On or before December 15 of the 2nd year before the evaluation date of a 
  18  governmental activity or unit, the Legislative Policy Committee, based on a 
  19  preliminary evaluation, may waive as unnecessary the evaluation required under this 
  20  section. 
 
  21   (b) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (a) of this section, on or before 
  22  the evaluation date for the following governmental activities or units, an evaluation 
  23  shall be made of the following governmental activities or units and the statutes and 
  24  regulations that relate to the governmental activities or units: 
 
  25    (1) Acupuncture[, State Board of] BOARD, STATE (§ 1A-201 of the 
  26  Health Occupations Article: July 1, [2004] 2014); 
 
  27   SECTION 2.  AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
